inrnd)(rf<  of  our  anticnt  and  iionor.iMi-  Institution.  Small 
dilfcrcnc'cs  havr  arisrn.  VVf  wtuild  in)t  he  mortal  if  tiny  did 
not.  l)Ul  1  have  heard  of  iiothin'::  durinj;  ihc  lartl  twilv.inonlli.^, 
llial  friendly  meoitatioa  and  gentle  aulliurity  ha.s  not  been  cuHily 
aide  to  heal  and  set  ri<;ht.

TIk!  Comp.inions  of  the  '•  Bedford Dhlrkl^''  Chapter  petitioned 
for  authority  to  resuscitate  it,  under  tlu;  nanu^  of  "  Prcvosf,'' 
which  I  granted  ;  and  us,  owing  to  unhappy  circumstances,  that 
can  be  explained  to  you,  their  original  Charter  was  lost,  J 
directed  a  new  one  to  be  prepared,  and  found  it  n;  cessary  and 
equitable  to  remit  all  arrears  of  dues,  except  a  sum  due  on 
account  of  the  missing  Warrant,  and  also  the  fe(!  on  the  new 
Warrant  of  Confirmation,  and,  of  course,  for  all  Crand  Chapter 
certificates. 

We  have  now  some  (hiiiij  Chapters  on  our  liegister — and  I 
anticipate  that  each  Grand  Superintendent  is  prepared  to  report 
on  their  working  condition  and  general  usefulness,  as  well  as  ou 
the  progress  of  our  Order  in  his  particular  District.  These 
reports  are  of  considerable  importance,  and  the  Grand 
Superintendents  should  bear  this  in  mind  ;  for  it  is  upon  them 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  must  r^^y  for  such  authentic  details  and 
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Btatistics  as  will  ciuiliKs  the,  l*arcnt,  Jioily  to  cstiiiiale  and 
umlcrsitai'.d  tlu;  value  of  her  Subordinates  in  I'ullilliug  their  parl.^ 
of  the  ge.'ieral  Mat-onic  compact  and  obligatiou-s. 

Tlie  Grand  Treasurer's  accounirf,  and  iIk;  books  of  your  very 
faithful  and  invaluable  Grand  ■Scribe  E.  will  atTord  you  all 
linancial  details,  and  to  them  1  have  great  pleasure  in  referring 
you.  1  am  happy  to  say  that  the  condition  of  your  lunds  has 
enabled  me  to  compensate  Companion  Harris  for  his  services,  so 
far  as  money  is  concerned,  by  carrying  out  the  repori  of  the 
Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  of  last  year,  as  adopted  by 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  Vrocecdinr/s  ol'  the  various  Graiul  Cltaplers  have  bciii 
received  by  your  (J  rand  Scribe  K.,  Avho  has,  willi  my  concurreiu'e, 
handed  them  to  Companion  Ivober'son  to  repurt  thereon,  and  1 
have  no  doubt  but  you  wilbderive  satisfaction.  J  have  to  thank 
him  for  undertaking  this  great  labor.  K.W. Companion  Seymour, 
whose  abh)  abstracts  have  so  often  ;ip})eareil  attached  to  yean* 
own  Proceedings,  felt  compelled,  owing  to  the  state  of  his  healtli, 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  to  resign  his  post  of  Chairman  of  yoar 
Committee  ou  Fore'j,n  Correspondence.  The  vharrcs  of  Grand 
Chapter  arc  his  well-earned  due,  and  so  1  have  taken  on  myscH 
to  assure  him. 

All  the  Grand  l>odies  evince  a  most  kindly  feeling  towards 
us,  and  their  Proceedings  show  a  degree  of  prosperity  on  lli'-ir 
own  parts  that  is  much  to  be  rejoiced  at,  and  is  a  subject  of  and 
for  sincere  congratulation. 

I  am  sorry  to  state  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  England  has 
sustained  a  sad  loss  by  the  sudden  death,  on  the  loth  ult.,  of 
Companion  William  Gray  Clarke,  her  able  and  energi^tic  (irand 
Scrib3  E.  Ilia  obitui-ry  notice  appears  in  the  public  })rints  ; 
and  I  would  suggest  to  Grand  Chapter  to  send  home  a  message 
of  condolence.  Companion  Clarke  had  made  himself  known  and 
appreciated  on  this  continent,  by  his  quick  attention  to  business 
and  his  ready  courtesy  in  correspondence,  and  his  decease  is  lo 
be  sincerely  lamented. 

Last  year  I  brought  under  your  notice  the  probable  efllct  ot 
Confederation   on   Capitular  Masonry  in   and    throughout    the 
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Conniiittce  to  carry  out;  certain  ^trcHniinarics,  and  re])ort  at  tlda 
present  Coi  vocation.  Events  have,  however,  since  occurred, 
of  siicli  a  nature  as  to  r'-ndcr  such  Ooiumittce  <>f  no  jiarticular 
henefit,  and  i  have,  therefore,  abstained  from  so  (h)in<r.  Nova 
Scotia  and  New  linDiswicJchava  now  their  respective  independent 
''  flmvd  Lu(i(/c"  fully  orriranized  and  recof^nized.  The  (Jrand 
Lodf^e  of  Canada  has  rejiresentatives  from  and  near  to  both. 
1  can  )-o  lon<;-er,  coi:se(|uently,  think  that  in  si)irit,  those  two 
jiortions  of  the  Dominion  are.  "  Unoccupied  Masonic  Territory^ 
'V\\vw\  can  ]n\  no  doubt  that  inde])endent  "  Grund  Chapters  " 
may  be  at  once  established  in  each,  by  the  Companions  residing 
and  working  therein.  Under  these  circumstances  I  did  not 
think  it;  right  to  fritter  away  the  valuable  time  of  Companiona 
by  naming  them  a  Committee  having  no  power  of  action. 

Being,  nevertheless,  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
constituting,  if  possible,  one  "  General  Grand  Cluq^tcr  "  for  the 
Dominion,  aiul  believing  that,  considering  the  not  very  numei'ous 
Subordinate  Chapters,  a  general  Union  w^ould  give  far  more 
weight,  iniiuence  and  stability  to  the  Royal  Art  than  separate 
governing  Bodies,  I  rei^uested  the  Grand  Scribe  J*l  to  issue  a 
circular,  inviting  our  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick 
Companions  to  m(.'et  us,  if  in  tlieir  power,  at  this  Convocation, 
and  in  all  good  fellowship,  consider  the  matter,  :ind  arrive  at 
some  conclusion.  From  Nova  Scotia  I  have  not  a  Avord,  and, 
looking  at  the  dislike  of  that  Province  to  the  Act  of 
Confederation,  I  did  not  much  expect  any  action.  From  New 
Brunswick  communications  have  been  received,  and  the 
Companions  there  have  not  been  inactive.  The  Grand  Scribe 
E.  has  the  papers  connected  Avitli  this  interesting  movement. 

In  the  meantime  the  "  New  BransivicJc  "  Koyal  A^ch  Chapter, 
held  at  St.  John,  made  regular  application  for  a  Warrant  of 
AjJiUation  with  this  Grand  Chapter — and,  under  the  peculiar 
circumstances,  I  felt  justified  in  anticipating  Avhat  I  am  sure 
will  be  your  action,  and  directing  the  preparation  of  a  Warrant, 
and  also  the  registration  of  the  names  of  th'.;  Companion 
Merab(»rs  free  of  IWn.     "  New  Brunswick  "  Chaptci-  hailed  from 
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Iroland,  and  by  tlio  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Ireland  it  was  attaclied  to  an  Irish  Lodg-o.  Now  the  Lodj;;!' 
that  gave  vitality,  joined  the  Independent  Grand  Lodge,  and  in 
this  predica!n"nf  "•  New  dh'unsiciclc''^  resolved  to  affiliate  with 
us  ;  and  in  meeting  their  expressed  wishes  I  have  tried,  and 
hope  I  have  succeeded  in  causing  our  Companions  to  feel  ''  (it 
home.''''  The  Chapter  nominated  Companion  llobert  Marshall 
for  the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent,  .and  I  conferred  on  him 
the  necessary  power  till  the  regular  election. 

And  so  the  problem  of  Union  or  not,  stands  at  this  time. 

For  somewhat  the  same  reasons  as  regarded  the  other 
Committee,  I  liavc  uot  nominated  a  special  one  ou  Worlc  (unl 
Ceremonies,  thinking  it  better  to  allow  the  matter  to  stand  over 
until  the  Maritime  Trovince^  have  determined  on  their  course. 
They  have  doubtless  become  attached  to  their  own  work,  iiiul 
will  naturally  have  something  to  say  on  so  delicate  a  subject. 

I  do  not  think  of  any  other  subject  necessary  to  be  brought 
especially  before  you.  There  is  a  notice  of  motion  for  this 
Convocation,  of  a  change  in  the  time  of  our  assemltlintj,  viz  :  To 
the  Moiuhiy  preceding  the  Annual  Communication  of  Grand 
Lodge  in  July.  Cut  as  Grand  Chapter  adopted  the  report  ol' 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  wit :  That  it  would  not  he 
convenient  to  meet  at  the  same  time  as  Grand  Lodge — I 
apprehend  the  motion  will  not  be  pressed.  In  that  same  report 
it  was  declared  highly  desirable  to  name  some  "  Central  place,'' 
where  the  Grand  Chapter  meetings  shall  always  be  held  Irom 
year  to  year,  and  this  may  well  be  arranged,  taking  into  vi(!\\ 
the  comfort  and  conveuioiice  of  our  distant  Companions  from 
the  Maritime  Provinces. 

In  conclusion.  Companions,  I  will  briefly  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that,  amid  all  the  general  prosperity  and  freedom  of 
our  common  country,  murder  and  /apine  have  again  presumed 
to  threaten  their  presence,  under  the  guise  of  Fenianism,  ami 
redressing  the  wrongs  of  Ireland.  One  of  our  most  eloqm'ut 
citizens  and  foremost  statesmen,  a  genial,  warm-hearted  type  of 
a  true  son  of  the  "  Emerald  Isle,'"  has  fallen  a  victim  to 
assassination  —while,  in  another  part  of  the  British  Empire,  the 
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life  of  a  son  of  our  beloved  (^uccn — a  young,  enga<^ing,  inauly, 
frank  f^pccimcn  of  a  sailor,  who  coul  '  not  yet  have  made  a 
personal  enemy — has  been  endangered  through  the  same 
cowardly  crime.  Thank  God  !  the  latter  is  spared  to  his  Queen 
aud  country. 

Again,  therefore,  I  urge  on  you,  as  I  did  on  a  former  occasion, 
my  Companions,  be  ready — ever  ready  and  willing  to  oft'er  your 
services  to  repel  the  attacks  of  all  such  rank  invad(;rs,  and,  (as 
it  has  been  well  said)  ^'-  slump  thcnt  out  /"  'J'lu.'  second  of  our 
(intient  cliargcs  should  be  replete  with  interest  to  every  member 
of  our  Order,  and  he  can  never  lind  a  better  guide  to  what  is 
his  strict  duty  as  a  citizen  and  loyal  subject.  And  so  I  say — 
and  you  will  echo  my  words — God  save  our  good  and  gracious 
Queen  !  and  may  lie  bless  our  country,  prosper  our  Institution, 
and  increase  its  means  of  doing  good  and  dispensing  aid 
wherever  and  whenever  there  is  distress,  and  continue  His 
goodness  to  us,  and  to  all  men  !     So  310TE  IT  IJE  !

LONDON     DISTEICT. 

To  the  M.  Fj.  fhc  Giund  Council,  Officers  and  Mcuihcrs,  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  I  have  the  honor  to  again  present  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  London 
District. 
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I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  tbat  there  irf  a  continuation 
of  that  prosperity  which  existed  last  year. 

There  has  been  a  new  Chapter  opened  in  this  District, 
called  the  "  Waterloo  "  Chapter,  and  held  at  Calt.  Although 
I  am  personally  acquainted  with  only  one  or  two  of  its 
members,  yet  from  the  communications  received  from  S.  E.  and 
others,  I  feel  assured  that  the  warrant,  when  granted,  will  be  in 
trustworthy  hands.  I  have  visited  Huron  Chapter  several 
times,  and  Wawanosh  Chapter  once.  Both  are  in  a  tlouri.shing- 
condition  ;  and  as  likewise  are  St.  George's  and  Tecuraseh. 

St.  George's  Chapter  I  have  not  visited,  but  I  have  seen 
several  of  its  officers,  frora  whom  I  have  received  gratifying 
information  concernhig  itss  prosperity.

Grand  Chapter,  for  which  purpose  only  a  few  hours  are  usually 
required,  and  thus  the  convenience  would  bo  served  of  tho.se 
who  desire  to  attend  both  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter,  of 
whom  many,  under  present  circumstances,  are  unable  to  devote 
the  necessary  time  to  do  so. 

I  thank  the  Companions  of  the  London  District  for  the 
courtesies  extended  to  me  in  the  past,  and  trusting  that  they 
will  now  relieve  me  from  the  duties  of  the  office.

As  Grand  Superintendent  for  tlio  Central  Dif^trict,  I  l)('^ 
to  present  the  following  brief  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
Royal  Areli  Ciiaptern  within  my  Jurisdiction  : 

The  Central  District,  aithougli,  geographically  large,  has  bul 
four  Chai)ters — the  ''  Ancient  Frontenac,"  No.  1,  and  the 
"  Cataraqui,"  No.  12,  both  meeting  at  Kingston  ;  the  "  Carleton," 
No.  K;,  at  Ottawa  ;  and  the  "  Grenville,"  No.  22,  at  Prcscott. 

Of  these  I  have  odlcially  visited  all  but  the  last.  1  intimated 
to  the  Z.  and  acting  Scribe  E.  my  intention  to  visit  them  on  the 
evening  of  one  of  their  regular  and  stated  meetings,  but  Avas 
requested  to  postpone;  my  inspection  until  a  "  more  convenient 
season,"  of  which  I  was  promised  due  notice.  I  regret  to  say 
that,  as  usual  in  such  cases,  that  convenient  season  has  not  yet 
arrived.  From  what  I  have  heard,  it  aj)pcar3  that  this  Chapter 
is  not  in  a  very  nourishing  condition,  owing,  in  a  great  measure, 
I  am  led  to  believe,  to  the  distance  from  the  place  of  meeting  at 
which  many  of  the  principal  Officers  and  Companions  reside.

The  two  Chapters  comprised  in  the  District,  namely,  the 
Carnarvon,  No.  21,  and  the  Mount  Iloreb,  No.  'iJ,  continue  in 
good  working  order.  l*robably  more  work  has  been  done;  in 
both  Chapters  during  the  past  year  than  in  any  year  previous. 
It  is  also  a  source  of  pleasure  to  add  that  those  who  have  been 
admitted  within  our  portals  have  been  well  tried,  and  found  to 
be  such  as  we  arc  authorized  to  receive. 

Whil.ft  it  alfords  me  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  both 
Chapters  are  in  good  working  order,  and  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  I  cannot  help  expressing  my  regret  that  there  does 
not  exist  the  same  interest  in  the  working  of  a  K.  A.  Chapter  as 
we  find  in  a  Blue  Lodge.  Although  the  Carnarvon  Cliajiter 
numbers  over  fifty,  and  the  Mount  lloreb  over  forty  members,  it 
is  sometimes  difficult  to  obtain  the  requisite  number  of 
Companions  to  open  the  Chapter,  and  at  the  best  of  times  the 
attendance  is  small,  considering  the  number  of  names  contained 
on  the  Chapter  Roll ;  consequently  the  working  constantly 
devolves  on  a  few  zealous  members,  whose  ardour  and 
faithfulness  to  the  Order  cannot  be  too  much  appreciated.

It  will  then  be  in  the  vicinity  of  several 
proaperoiia  Lodges,  and  will  be  worked  according  to  our  own 
Ritual  (that  of  the  United  States  having  heretofore  been 
practised),  and  I  am  coniident  that  my  successor  will  be  able  to 
report  a  marked  improvement  in  its  prosperity. 

"  Bedford  District  "  Chapter,  which  had  held  no  Convocation 
for  about  eight  years,  has  resumed  its  work  under  competent 
oflficers,  and  a  dispensation  has  been  granted  by  the  M.  E.  Grand 
Z..  changing  its  name  to  *'  Provost  " — the  same  as  the  Lodge 
with    which    it    is    connected.

(Jrand*  Chapter 
will,  at  its  next  (Convocation,  acUnowh;d^('.  his  services  by  a 
letter  of  condolence!  to  his  alllicted  widow.

I  may  also  report  that  our  esteemed  Right  Excellent  Companion, 
Thomas  l^ird  Harris  Avas  elected  *'  I'roxy  Representative  "  for 
New  Brunswick  Chapter  at  our  Grand  Chapter. 

'I'here  arc  at  present  in  New  r)runswick  the  following  Royal 
Arch  Chapters,  holding  under  authority  I'rom  the  Supreme  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland,  vi/  : 

Carletou  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No.  47  j  Convocations  held 
in  ]\[asonic  Ilall,  St.  John. 

Fredericton  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No.  77  ;  Convocations  held 
in  Masonic  llall,  city  of  FrecUu-icton. 

Union  Royal  Arch  Chnpter,  No.  SI  ;  Convocations  lield  in 
Masonic  Hall,  Carleton,  St.  John. 

Corinthian  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No.  S')  ,  Masonic  Hall, 
Hampton,  Kings  County.  This  Chapt(!r  has  been  almost 
dormant  for  some  time  past ;  there  are,  however,  strong 
indications  of  earlv  resuscitation. 

Mount  Lebanon  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No.  101 ;  Convocations 
held  in  Masonic  Hall,  Chatham. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  number  of  zealous  Rc}  al  Arcli 
Masons  of  St.  Stephens,  Charlotte  County,  have  applied  to 
Scotland  for  authority  to  open  a  Chapter  in  that  Town  ;  and 
some  slight  progress  has  been  made  in  one  or  two  other  parts  of 
the  Province,  towards  the  organization  of  Royal  Arch  Chapter,-'. 

The  recent  Confederation  of  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and 
Lower  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  has,  as  you 
may  be  aware,  directed  the  consideration  of  a  vast  majority  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  throughout  these  Provinces  to  the  present 
position  and  future  government  of  Capitular  Masonry  throughout 
the  Dominion  of  Canada.  While  it  is  freely  conceded  that  the 
Parent  Grand  Chapters  of  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland  have. 
in  years  gone  by,  when  their  support  was  actually  required, 
severally  done  much  to  aid  and  assist  Chapters,  respectively, 
working  under  their  authority,  as  well  as  to  advance  the  true 
interests  of  our  time-honored  Institution  in  this  country,  yet    it 
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iri  (loemcd  sell'-cvidcnt  tliat  tlic  time  i.s  rapidly  approiiching,  if  it 
liiis  not  iilrciidy  ;irriv(Ml,  wlici  oiu'  j^ciiciiil  i('(juircm<;iit8  will 
demand  lluit  "  JMuHonry,"  tlirouj^liout  tin;  wliolo  Dominion  of 
Canada  shall  bo  governed  and  controlled  within  our  own  territory. 
It  irt  not  too  much,  thcrcforo,  to  HUppose  that  the  true  Masonic 
spirit  whicii  undeilies  or.r  Institution,  as  wfdl  in  Great  Britain 
and  Iieland  as  in  this  Dominion,  will  speedily  de"«'lop(^  a  policy 
which  may  peacefully  br:n{^  about  so  desirable  a  consummation 

In  reference  to  the  diversified  systems  of  "  Work"  practised, 
as  well  in  the  l^ritish  lloith  American  Trivinces  as  throughout 
the  whole  Continent  of  America,  it  would  seem  desirable  and 
fxijedient  that  dclegattss  be  appointed  by  thcs  (J rand  Chapter  of 
Uoyal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  to  meet  in  Convention  at  souic 
central  point,  with  delegates  from  otlua-  (J  rand  Chapters,  to  the 
end  that  a  more;  uniform  system  of  Work  and  Ritual  may  be 
adopted,  and  that  all  other  matters  bearing  upon  our  common 
interests  may  bi;  consid<!red,  so  that  our  whole  syslem  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  may  (eventually  b(i  hariiioni/A'd  agr(;eable  to  tlu; 
most  Antient  standard. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  progress  of  Capitular  Masonry,  some 
Chapters  are  now  taking  i-.teps  to  render  it  imperative;  that 
candidates  shall  be  required  to  exhibit  sj)ecimens  of  their  skill 
in  the  "  Art"  before  being  advanced.  This  appears  to  be  a 
move  in  the  right  direction,  and  one  that  will  iiiaterially  aid  the 
Craft.  I  would  tlua-eforc;  respectfully  suggest  that  (irand 
Chapter  consider  whether  or  not  it  is  desirable  to  rvfjuire  that 
subordinate  Chapters  under  this  jurlsd.iction  SIIAIili  NOT 
CONFER  either  the  Degrees  of  "  Mark  Matilcr"  "  Pad  Master,'' 
"  Most  ExcellenI:  Master^'''  or  "  Iloyal  Arch,''''  until  the  Jh-other 
taking  the  Degree  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  each  of  the  preceding  Degrees  conferred  in  (iither  liluc  Lodge, 
or  under  authority  of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  warrant.

This  (Jrand  Chapter  ludd  its  eighteenth  annual  Convocation 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  City  of  Little  Rock,  on  the  olst  October 
and  1st  November,  18(37,  M.  E.  Comp.  Luke  E.  l^arber,  G.  II.  P., 
presiding,  and  R.  E.  Comp.  W.  D.  Blocker,  Graud  Secretary^ 
Twenty-five  Chapters  were  represented,  including  nine  under 
dispensations.     Dues  received,  $9o5.25.    Cash  on  hand,  {jiSGl.lO. 

From  the  excellent  address  of  the  G.  11.  P.  we  learn  that  the 
depression  heretofore  existing. seems  to  have  been  almost  entirely 
removed,  only  two  Chapters  being  in  default.  lie  reporfw 
having  issued  7  Dispensations  for  new  Chapters.  He  is  el 
opinion  that  none  but  afliliated  and  attending  Master  Masou.s 
should  be  admitted  to  the  Chapter  Degrees.  "If  he  be  an 
indolent  Mason,  neglectful  of  his  duty  as  Master,  we  can 
scarcely  expect  him  to  become  an  industrious  laborer  amid  the 
ruins  of  the  old,  or  a  polished  column  in  the  new  Temple." 

The  work  in  all  the  degrees  was  exemplified,  actual  candidates 
being  in  attendance. 
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With  coinmcndahlc!  liberality,  tlic  CI  rand  Cliuptor  continues  \tn 
usual  custom  of  approprialinjj;'  all  llic  Hurjdns  I'undp  to  the  benetlt 
of  St.  John'rt  College,  uii  inslilulion  supported  Holcly  by  the 
^Fasonic  bodies,  lor  educating  the  children  ol'  deceased  ami 
indigent  bretliniu.

We  liavc  not  space  to  enter  into  the  merits  of  tlie  controversy, 
nor  do  we  desire  to  interfere  in  wliat  may  be  termed  a  "  family 
((uarrel ;"  yet  wc  cannot  help  thinking  that  much  ol'tlu;  diflicnlty 
is  owing  to  the  existence  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Convention  of  deh^gates  to  I'orm  this  Grand  Chapter  was 
held  at  Washington,  April  Jrd,  1SG7.  The  new  Grand  Cha})ter 
was  constituted,  and  the  ofUcers  installed  by  M.  K.  (!!omp.  A.  G. 
]\rackey,  P.  G.  G.  il.  P.,  May  2Jrd,  18G7. 

A  special  Convocation  was  held  June  14th,  at  which  Potomac 
Chapter,  No.  8,  was  declared  irregular,  and  ]\l.  E.  Comp.  J.  G, 
Smith,  P.  G.  II.  P.,  was  suspended  for  unniasonic  conduct. 

A  special  Convocation  Avas  held  October  '5th,  to  prepare  and 
forward  statement  of  facts  to  the  various  Grand  Chapters.

This  new  Grand  Chapter  has  heen  recognized  by  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  Connecticut,  Kansas,  Kentucky  and  Oliio,  and  is 
spoken  favorably  of  by  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Illinois,  Louisiana 
and  Iowa.  Other  Chapters  aAvait  tlip  decision  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  whicii  meets  in  Septendx-r  next,  and  will 
probably  take  action  in  the  premises.

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FLORIDA. 

The  twenty-firr^t  annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Tallahassee,  on  the  14th  January.

M.  E.  Comp.  David  Jones,  G.  11.  P.,  and  R.  E.  Comp.  H.  A. 
Corley,  G.  Secretary.  Eleven  Chapters  were  represented,  out 
of  IG  on  the  roll.  Exaltations  during  the  year,  77  ;  total 
membership,  41");  cash  received,  $44:2.00;  balance  on  hand, 
$17J.0p. 

The  address  of  the  G.  IT.  P.  is  very  brief  and  very  good. 
He  reports  the  re-establishment  of  two  chapters,  and  that  no 
questions  have  been  submitted  to  him  for  decision. 

A  resolution  of  thanks  was  passed  to  a  Companion  in 
Connecticut,  Avho  had  purchased  from  a  soldier  th(i  records  of 
Mount  IToreb  Chapter,  and  presented  them  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
for  restoration.

$G,622.00  ;  cash  on  hand,  lS!l,330.00.  Wc  must  congratulate 
our  Illinois  Companions  on  their  flourishing  condition. 

The  address  of  the  G.  H.  P.  is  cliiefly  confined  to  local 
matters.     Eleven  new  Chapters  were  formed  during  the  year. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  that  a  rejected  candidate  cannot 
apply  again  within  one  year. 

A  page  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  I\I.  IC.  Comp.  M.  J. 
Noyes,  V.  G.  II.  I\  An  appendix  is  published,  giving  the 
constitution,  by-laws,  rules  of  order,  resolutions  in  force,  forms, 
masonic  calendar,  permanent  members,  and  returns  of  Cliapters, 
Avith  the  names  of  all  the  members — a  mass  of  useful 
information.  • 

The  Grand  Secretary  furnishes  a  comprehensive  report  on  the 
proceedings  of  -'JO  Grand  Chapters,  including  Canada  for  18GG. 
Matters  of  jurisprudence  and  obituaries  are  treated  separately. 

M.  E.  Comj).  George  "W.  Linmger  was  elected  G.  H.  P.,  and 
R.  E,  Comp.  II.  G.  Reynolds,  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 


INDIANA. 

The  twenty  -  second  annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  was  held  at  the  (iraud  Masonic  Hall,  Indianapolis, 
May  22nd  and  2:j)'d,  lS(i7,  M.  E.  Comp.  Thomas  Newby,  G.  H. 
P.,  presiding,  and  R.I].Comp.William  Hacker,  Grand  Secretary. 
Fifty-eight  Chapters  on  the  roll  return  488  exaltations  and  2,282 
members.     Receipts,  $;J,;M6,10  ;  balance  on  hand'  ^1,77!».98. 

The  address  of  the  G.  II.  P.  gives  full  details  of  his  oHicial 
acts.  lie  says  :  "  We  rejoice  to  herald  not  only  the  return  of 
peace,  but  also  the  return  of  healthy  and  vigorous  Capitular  life 
everywhere  over  the  South,  and  we  extend  our  most  earnest 
fraternal  sympathy  with  the  afflictions  of  our  Companions,  both 
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as  individuals,  and  as  organized  constitut'onal  Grand  Chapters, 
with  halls  destroyed  or  much  injured,  without  furniture,  jewels 
and  clothing."  lie  laments  the  death  of  M.  E.  Comp.  D.  K. 
Hays,  P.  G.  II.  P.,  and  gives  a  sketch  of  his  masonic  life,  lie 
concludes  with  the  following  good  advice;  "As  symbolic 
Masonr}'-  has  its  duties  and  lessons,  so  has  Capitular  Freemasonry 
its  peculiar  duties,  theories  and  instructions.  They  commence 
Avith  the  serious,  and  close  with  the  joy  of  the  chosen  people, 
symbolizing  life,  death,  resurrection ;  teaching  restraint,  and 
pointing  to  th'  laver  from  which  Ave  should  go  cleansed  from 
moral  deformity,  Study  well  our  symbols,  our  history,  our 
literature.  Conform  your  lives  to  our  precepts,  our  high  moral, 
and  even  theological  teachings,  and  so  pass  through  our 
mysteries,  Avhich  are  temporal,  as  to  be  admitted  to  those  which 
are  eternal,  into  the  Holy  of  Holies  above." 

At  the  previous  annual  Convocation,  a  resolution  Avas  adopted 
seceding  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  This  action  wus 
considered  hasty,  and  without  due  consideration,  and  Avas 
repealed. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  the  G,  H.  P.,  and 
briefly  revicAvs  the  proceedingjd  of  17  Grand  Chapters,  Canada 
not  included. 

The  G.  H,  P.  and  Grand  Secretary  Avere  both  re-elected. 

IOWA. 

The  thirteenth  annual  Convocation  Avas  held  at  Davenport, 
October  17th,  18(]7.  M.  E.  Comp.  II.  II.  IlemeuAvay,  G.  II.  P  , 
and  R.  E.  Comp.  W.  B.  Langridge,  G.  Secretary.  Twenty-six 
Chapters  Avere  represented.  The  returns  shoAV  44S  exaltations 
and  l,;j78  members.  Dues,  $l,r>2 1.00  ;  cash  in  hands  of  Grand 
Treasurer,  5?;J,S71.90.  Charters  Avere  granted  to  eight  ucav 
Chapters. 

The  report  of  a  special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  rescinding  a  former  resolution,  severing  connection 
Avith  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  Avas  adopted.  The  Committee 
say  that  "  the  resolution  Avas  an  outgroAvth  of  the  conviction  that 
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the  General  Grand  Cluipt(;r  had  outlived  its  days  of  usefulnec^  ; 
that  its  machinery  was  cumbersome  :  that  the  theory  on  which 
it  was  based  was  vicious  in  every  respect,  and  was  opposed  to 
the  Masonic  divine  idea  that  each  Grand  Chapter  is  supreme 
within  its  own  jurisdiction,  and  of  right  sliould  be  so."  They 
uphold  the  new  Grand  ( 'hapter  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
against  the  edict  of  the  G.  G.  II.  P.,  and  recommend  that  the 
resolution  of  dissolution  bo  not  rescinded. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  Guilbert, 
and  is  written  in  his  usual  spicy  style.  He  reviews  at  length 
the  proceedings  of  ol  Grand  Chapters,  including  Canada  for 
1866. 

The  same  G.  H.  P.  and  Grand  Secreiary  were  re-elected. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  ( 'hapter  of  Kansas  was  convened  in  the  City  of 
Leavenworth,  on  the  16th  October,  1867,  being  the  second 
annual  Convocation.  M.  E.  Comp.  R.  R.  Rees,  G.  IT.  P., 
presiding ;  R.  E.  Comp.  E.  T.  Carr,  Grand  Secretary,  and  a  full 
representation  of  nine  subordinate  Cluipters,  including  three 
under  dispensation.  The  abstract  of  returns  shows  10  Chapters, 
Exaltations,  75;  number  of  members,  315;  dues  received, 
$180,00;  balance  on  hand,  $406.70. 

The  G.  II.  P.,  in  his  address,  suggests,  ah  a  subject  for 
discussion,  the  propriety  of  the  Past  Master's  degree  in  (Uiapters. 
He  says  that,  in  its  proper  place,  it  should  never  be  dispensed 
with,  "  for  Masonry,  Ixom  the  time  when  the  novice  treads  the 
chequered  floor,  througli  all  its  mazes,  until  he'  brings  to  light 
the  hidden  mysteries,  is  a  chain  of  incidents  recorded  on  the 
page  of  history,  in  regular  progression,  of  succeeding  ages,  and, 
save  this  one,  there  is  no  broken  link  to  mar  its  beauty  or 
consistency ;  the  incidents  so  linked  together  that  the  study  of 
the  antiquarian  searcher  after  truth  is  less  a  labor  than  a  pleasure, 
but  this  disjointing  of  the  chain  is  like  the  cucumber  that  grew 
within  the  bottle's  bulb  : 
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'  'Tis  bomething  neither  strange  iior  rare. 
But  only  womirous  how  'twas  gotten  there.' 
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Yet,  could  J  tor  a  moment  think  that  to  remove  this  fungus 
from  its  place  would  bo  an  innovation,  T  would  oppose  it  to  the 
last.  But  I  su})pose  that,  like  Paul  Pry,  it  just  stepped  in,  and 
hopes  it  don't  intrude."  He  thinks  the  subject  should  be 
brought  bel'oro  the  General  Grand  ( 'hapter. 

The  Committee  on  jurisprudenct;,  whose  report  was  adopted, 
say  that  a  ]\Iark  Maticr  Mason  can  be  prevented  from  advancing 
upon  objections  made  by  a  Companion,  without  giving  reasons, 
or  preferring  charges.  We  cannot  agree  with  this  decision.  We 
think  that  the  candidate  could  b(^  kept  from  advancing  imidunj 
charges,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the  objecting  ('ompaniou  to  prefer 
chargeji  at  once.  Any  other  course,  Ave  think,  Avould  be  unfair. 
both  to  the  candidate,  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  Chapter. 

A  memorial  page  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  JM.  E.  Comp. 
Jacob  Saqui,  at  the  lime  of  his  death  Deputy  G.  II.  P. 

The  Grand  Secretary  furnishes  tlu'.  report  on  Correspondence, 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  If}  Grand  Chapters.  In  speaking 
of  Canada  he  draAvs  attention  to  the  Confederation  of  the 
Provinces,  and  the  projected  formation  of  a  Grand  Chapter  for 
British  North  America,  and  says  :  *' If  this  is  to  be  one  united 
Grand  Chapter  for  all  the  Provinces,  we  Avould  say  '  iill  right,' 
as  then  the  different  (,*hapters  hailing  from  the  '  old  country' 
might  be  more  readily  served  ;  but  were  each  Province  to  have 
a  subordinate  Grand  C -hapter,  Ave  should,  had  Ave  a  \'oice  in  the 
matter,  oppose  the  organization  of  a  General  (ilrand  (J"liapter." 
We  thank  Comp.  Carr  for  his  friendly  advice.  It  is  hsrdly 
likely  that  anything  Avill  be  done  in  this  matter  for  some  time  ; 
but  when  Ave  do  make  a  move  in  that  direction,  Ave  Avill  probably 
have  learned  Avisdom  through  the  experience  of  our  neighboring 
Companions,  and  Avill  steer  clear  of  a  General  (irand  Chapter 
and  its  attendant  evils. 

M.  E.  Comp.  R.  R.  Rees,  G.  li.  P.,  and  R.  E.  Comn.  E.  T. 
Carr,  Grand  Secretary,  were  re-elected. 
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KENTUCKY. 

This  Grand  Cliaptor  held  its  annual  Convocation  at  the 
Masonic  Templo,  LouisviUc,  on  tho  .'Hst  October.  1867,  and 
following  days.  M.  E.  Comp,  J.  11.  Branham,  G.  H.  P.,  and 
K.  E.  Comp.  V.  Swigcrt,  Grand  Secretary.  Seventy-five 
Chapters  were  represented,  including  seven  under  dispensation. 
Eighty-three  Chapters  return  559  exaltations,  and  3,101 
members.  Dues  received,  $.'J,S7G.OO  ;  cash  on  hand,  SO.58.00  ; 
total  resources,  stock,  bonds,  &c.,  §11.3rjS.OO. 

The  address  of  the  G.  II.  V.  is  an  abh^  and  interesting 
document,  from  which  we  gladly  extract.  He  congratulates 
"  on  the  great  prosperity  of  R.  A.  Masonry,  not  only  in  our 
jurisdiction,  but  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  great 
country,  in  all  the  States  with  which  we  correspond.  That 
prosperity  has  not  been  evinced  so  much  by  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  new  Chapters  constituted  as  in  the  addition  of 
useful,  valuable  and  efficient  materials  to  those  already 
established,  and  in  their  desire  and  determination  to  make  their 
Chapters  sources  of  light  and  knowledge  to  those  who  may  be 
so  fortunate  as  to  gain  admittaiice  witliin  their  sacred  retreats, 
and  to  render  their  work  as  near  perfect  as  any  science  can  be 
made  which  is  dependent  on  human  learning,  wisdom  and  labor." 
He  refused  a  number  of  applications  for  dispensations  to  confer 
degrees  out  of  time,  thinking  such  wholly  wrong,  (except  in 
clear  cases  of  emergency)  and  that  ihey  are  somewhat  calculated 
to  lower  the  standard  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  lie  submits  a 
plan  to  secure  uniformity  of  work  through  the  intervention  of 
Grand  Officers,and  thus  pleasantly  discourses  on  the  "  vestments" 
of  the  High  Priest  :  "  I  find  that,  in  a  large  number  of  our 
Chapters,  the  High  Priests  wear  a  mitre,  sometimes  surmounted 
by  a,  cross,  and  made  in  imitation  of  that  worn  by  Roman 
Catholic  Priests,  bearing  no  resemblance  Avhatevcr  to  the  mitre 
of  a  Jewish  High  Priest,  after  Avhich  they  should  ho.  modelled. 
*  *  *  I  entertain  as  profound  a  veneration  for  the  cross 
and  all  it  is  intended  to  signify  and  symbolize  as  any  man,  but 
the  mitre  of  a  Roman  Catholic  prelate,  surmounted  by  a  cross,

We  regret  still  to  observe,  in  the  returns  of  subordinate 
Chapters,  lull  descriptions  of  the  rejected — name,  age,  residence, 
occupation,  Aveight,  height,  &c,,  and  we  hope  our  Kentucky 
Companions  will  soon  see  the  Avisdom  ol'  abolishing  this  barbarous 
and  iinwarr.'inted  custom.

P.  thus  refers  to  the  great  iirc  :  "  TIk;  strange 
suri'onnding.s  Avhich  greet  your  eyes  on  every  sid(^  remind  you 
that  the  tabernacle  in  which  we  last  gathered  around  our  altar, 
hallowed  by  so  many  associations,  consecrated  by  the  prayers 
of  the  Fathers  in  ovr  Israel,  has  shared  the  fate  of  the  temple 
at  Jerusalem.  The  terrible  lire  of  the  4th  July  swept  it  away 
as  if  in  a  moment,  and  Avlth  it  the  clothing  and  jewels  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  and  much  property  of  its  two  subordinates  in 
this  city.  This  is  not  the  time  or  j^lace  to  speak  spccilically  of 
the  alacrity  and  abundant  generosity  with  which  the  Craft 
hastened  to  relieve  the  sufferings  and  destitution  of  our  Brethren 
and  Companions  who  were  overwhelmed  in  this  fearful  calamity." 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  4  new  Chapters.

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  the  G.  H.  P.,  on 
the  proceedings  of  33  out  of  35   siister  Grand  Chapters.     He 
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mentioiifl  Cauada  for  LS66,  and  glvoa  an  extract  from  the 
address  of  tlio  M.  E.  Grand  Z.,  and  also  one  from  Comij. 
Scynioiir'.^,  review  of  Scotland,  relative  to  llie  Mark  degree. 
Tliin  report  is  one  (jf  the  ablest  we  liavc  pernsed.  It  is 
thoroughly  practical,  and  abounds  in  useful  and  entertaining 
remarks.  In  concluding  he  advises  that  the  utmost  care  should 
be  taken  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  work  ntl  lit  for  use,  and 
that  unsound  pillars  should  bi;  removed  and  heaved  over  among 
the  rubbish.

A  special  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  was  held  in 
Baltimore  on  the  2Gth  J\Iarch,  1SG7.  M.  E.  Comp.  J.  G.  Smith,

A  resolution  was  passed  by  20  to  0,  declaring  the  division  of 
the  jurisdiction  to  be  complete,  and  recognizing  the  organization 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  G.  II. 
P.,  being  ;i  member  of  a  Chapter  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
resigned  his  authority  to  the  D.  G.  IT.  P.,  who  appointed  a 
Companion  to  receive  the  records,  &c.,  from  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Avho  was  in  the  same  position. 

A  thin  special  Convocation  was  held  at  Baltimore,  June  4th, 
1867,  R.  iC.  Comp.  W.  A.  Wentz,  D.  G.  H.  P.,  presiding,  and 
representatives  from  0  Chapters  in  attendance.

Comp.  E.  L.  Steveus  presents  a  very  good  re])ort  on  the 
doings  of  24  (:Jrand  (>ha])ters.  He  gi^•es  extrjicts  from  our 
proceedings  for  I8(j«),  but  differs  from  Comp.  Seymour  regarding 
the  right  of  private  Lodges  or  Chapters  to  expid.  He  holds 
that  a  Lodge  or  Chapter  can  inflict  any  deserved  p(  nalty  u(  on 
an  offender,  but  that  the  superior  body  may  reverse  the  decision. 
With  us  the  rule  is  different.  Our  constitution  provides  that  in 
the  Grand  Chapter  alont;  resides  the  power  of  expulsion 
Subordinate  Chapters  may  susp<'nd  or  exclude,  and  may 
rcconimoul  that  a  Companion  be  e.xpellcd,  but  the  '•  death 
p(;nalty  "  can  only  be.  indicted  by  the  supreme  power;  and  we 
think  that,  in  accordance  witli  "  the  fitness  of  thing.-^,"  it  should 
be  so  everywher(\  Comp.  Stevens  also  says  that  "  though  the 
superior  power  may  restore  a  Companion  to  his  Masonic 
privileges,  it  has  no  right  to  place  him  back  as  a  disturbing 
element  in  the  body  from  wliich  he  Avas  expelled."  We  cannot 
see  the  force  of  this  reasoning.  The  reversal  of  the  decision  of 
the  private  Chapter  in  efi'eot  says  that  that  decision  was  tvronci, 
and  that  matters  should  bo  in  the  same  position  as  if  such 
decision  had  never  been  made.  Such  is  always  the  effect  of  an 
appeal,  if  allowed  in  the  Law  Courts,  and  in  all  ecclesiastical 
bodies,  and  other  societies  and  organizations  ;  and  that  it  should 
be  so  is  also  evident,  from  the  fact,  that  if  it  were  otherwise, 
an  indirect  power  "would  be  given  to  an  inferior  body,  by  which 
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it  could  iHilIily   and  set  ut    nauglit    the    rtolcnni    decisions    and 

nttoranccH  of  its  superior,  from  whence;  it  derivc.'s  all  its  powers 

and  vitality.      Such  a  state  of  things  would  soon  he   suhversive 

of  all  order  and  harmony.     Again,  we  take    it  that  the    right  of 

nicmhrrshq'  and    llie  r/tjhl  of  c'l^i'iUilhni  are  JandninrL's^    and   are 

inherent    to    every    Mason    in    good    standing ;    \h)    that    if    a 

Companion  is  restored  to  his  masonic  7J/7'i'/7t'^e6',  he  must  he  also 

restored  to    Ids  former  membership,  and  has  a  right  to  visit  as 

formerly,    both    ol    these   rights    being    included    in    the    term 
privileges, 

M.  E.  Comp.  .I(din  L.  Veates  was  elected  (J.  II.  P.,  and  HAi, 
Comp.  William  A.  Wentz,  Grand  Secretary. 
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The  transactions  of  this  Grand  Cliapter  are  brief,  the 
proceedings  of  .'J  stated  and  one  annual  Convocation  occupying 
but  14  pages.  TIk;  annual  Convocation  Avas  held  at  the  new 
Masonic  Temple,  lioston,  on  the  10th  September,  18G7,  M.  E. 
Comp.  Kichard  lUiggs,  G.JI.J'.,  presiding;  U.K.  Comp.  Thomas 
Waterman,  ({rand  Secretary,  and  njpresentatives  present  from 
18  Chapters  out  of  .'37  on  the  roll.  They  report  742  exaltations, 
and  2,G89  members.

Chase,  Grand  Secretary,  and  representatives  from  10  Chapter 
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present.     Eleven    Chapters  return   150    exaltations,   and    980 
members.     Dues  received,  $']1S.00  ;  cash  on  hand,  $791.00. 

From  the  excellent  address  of  the  G.  II.  P.,  we  have  an 
interesting  glimpse  of  Masonry  in  the  far  East,  lie  says  :  "  In 
January  I  received  a  communication  from  Comp.Albert.  L.  Long, 
of  Constantinople,  setting  forth  the  state  of  Masonry  in  that  city, 
and  asking  for  advice  in  regard  to  establishing  a  Chapter  there, 
under  an  American  dispensation.  I  was  greatly  interested  in 
this  matter,  and  regretted  that  the  regulations  of  the  General 
Grand  (Jhaptcr  would  not  allow  me  to  grant  a  dispensation.  1 
therefore  contented  myself  with  giving  him  the  necessary 
instructions,  and  wishing  him  God  speed  in  his  noble  and 
glorious  undertaking.  I  was  surprised  to  learn,  from  his  letter, 
that  Masonry  is  in  such  a  ilourish'ng  condition  in  that  place. 
He  says,  *  There  arc  at  present  in  this  city,  two  English,  one 
Irish,  two  German,  one  French,  one  Italian,  and  one  Greek 
Lodge,  in  working  order.  An  attempt  has  also  been  made  to 
establish  a  Chapter  under  the  English  Constitution.  The  wish 
has  been  expressed  to  sec  an  American  Lodge  and  an  American 
(^*1  apter  establisht  d  here.'  I  also  learn  from  his  letter,  that 
some  time  since  a  charter  was  granted  to  some  Companions 
in  Smyrna,  Asia,  by  the  General  Grand  (,'hapter  of  the  United 
States,  to  open  and  hold  a  (liapter  in  that  city,  which  Chapter 
was  duly  organized,  and  has  done  good  work." 

We  learn  from  the  "  Reporter  of  the  Grand  C^^haptcr  of 
Scotland,"  that  one  of  their  subordinates — No.  107  on  their 
registry — is  located  at  Constantinople.  It  is  called  the 
"  Thistle  of  the  East,"  and  E.  Comps.  Alexander  Thomson, 
Henry  Newbolt,  and  J.  P.  Brown  are,  respectively,  first,  second 
and  third  Principals. 

Pages  are  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  ex-Governor  John  II. 
Steele,  P.II.P.,  and  Philemon  Tolls,  P.G.H.P.

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The  eleventh  annual  convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  was 
held  at  Trenton  on  the  11th  September,  1SG7.  M.  E.  Comp. 
Israel  Baldwin,  G.  H.  P.  and  R.  E.  Comp.  John  Woolverton, 
Grand  Secretary.  Fifteen  Chapters  were  represented.  The 
returns  are  very  full,  and  give  the  names  of  all  the  members 
of  the  subordinate  Chapters,  but  they  are  not  summarized.  The 
amount  of  1829.00  was  received  for  dues,  and  there  was  a  balance 
on  hand  of  |!874.40. 

The  G.  H.  P.  delivered  an  eloquent  address.  He  finds 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition ; 
the  numbers  added  being  "  of  the  best  material,  just  such  as  is 
wanted  for  the  building  up  and  sustaining  the  character  of  our 
beloved  institution,  whose  true  object,  end  and  aim,  is  to  promote 
peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  men." 

Official  reports  were  also  presented  by  the  Deputy  G.  II.  P., 
the  G.  King  and  the  G.  Scribe. 

The  report  on  foreign  correspondence  is  by  Comp.  Corson,  and 
is  in  the  Doctor's   usual  spicy  style.     He  gives  praise  where 
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deserved,  but  does  not  liesitiite  to  criticize  .somewhat  severely 
where  he  thinks  it  is  needed.  He  reviews  tlic  proceedings  of 
29  Grand  Chapters,  including  Canada  for  18G0.  He  inclines  to 
patronize  us  over  our  Fenian  troubles — "  boy-play  "  as  he  calls  it, 
and  says  that  Uncle  Sam  will  not  let  us  suffer  harm  from  that 
quarter.

The  seventy-first  annual  convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
New  York,  Avas  lickl  at  the  Masonic  Hall  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
commencing  on  the  4th  February,  1SG8.  M.  E,  Comj).  Seyniour 
H.  Stone,  G.  II.  P.,  R.  E.  Comp.  C.  G.  Fox  Grand  Secretary, 
and  representatives  present  from  124  Chapters.  The  returns 
show  an  unexampled  degree  of  prosperity.  We  only  hope  the 
doors  are  not  open  too  wide.  There  are  139  warranted  Chapters, 
showing  2170  exaltations  during  the  year,  and  a  total  membership 
of  11,5G0.  The  receipts  were  $12,5.54.50,  and  the  expenditure 
S9,5S0.    The  funds  of  Grand  Chapter  amount  to  $9,438.87. 

A  memorial  page  is  inscribed  to  the  memory  of  R.  E.  Comp. 
William  Seymour,  who  was  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
for  18  years.

Ilex  presiding  as  G.H.I*.,  and  11.  E.  (^rup.  John  1).  Caldwell, 
Grand  Secretary.  Representatives  were  in  attendance  from  8S 
Chapters,  out  of  lOo  on  the  roll.  They  return  950  exaltations, 
and  -0,000  members.     Cash  on  hand,  84,847. 9G. 

Decisions  were  made  as  follows  :  That  any  Royal  Arch 
Mason  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  High  Priest — that  an  applicant 
must  be  a  Master  Mason,  but  need  not  be  affiliated — that  a 
separate  ballot  is  req^uirod  for  each  degree,  and  that  a  dimit 
operates  from  the  date  at  which  it  is  granted  by  the  Chapter. 

In  the  appendix  Ave  find  a  ritual  for  the  installation  of  officer.s 
in  Grand  and  private  Chapters. 

Canada  for  ISGG  is  noticed  by  Comp.  Howard  Mathews,  in 
his  admirable  report  on  Foreign  Communications,  which 
embraces  the  pioceedings  of  '27  Grand  Chapters.  He  evidently 
rejoices  in  Lis  work,  comparing  it  to  "  a  stroll  through  a  garden 
replete  with  most  rare  and  beautiful  flowers,  whose  rich  and 
delicate  perfume  had  llllcd  the  air,  conferring  pleasure  and 
enjoyment  upon  every  passer."  He  has  prepared  a  table  of 
statistics,  showing  the  total  membership  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  to  be  59,468. 

The  G.  H.  P.  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  re-elected. 

OREGON. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  convened  in  the  City  ul' 
Portland,  on  June  24th,  1SC8,  it  .being  the  seventh  annual 
Convocation.  In  the  absence  of  the  G.H.P.,  the  Deputy,  R.  E. 
Comp.  B.  E.  Brown,  presided;  R.  E.  Comp.  C.  M.  Cartwright, 
Grand  Secretary.  All  the  Chapters — five  in  number,  were 
represented.  They  return  10  exaltations,  and  149  members. 
Dues  received,  $255.81 ;  balance  on  hand,  $318.53. 

The  proceedings  are  entirely  local  and  need  no  special 
comment.

Comp.  B.  F.  Brown  rcvicwri  the  proceedings  of  12  Grand 
Chapters,  including  Canada  for  ISGG,  in  a  concise  and  pleasing 
manner. 

M.  E.  Comp.  B.  E.  Brown  was  elected  G.  FI.  P.,  and  R.  E. 
Comp.  C.  M.  Cartwright  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
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PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  transactions  of  this  Grand  Chapter  appe;..'  to  btj  published 
only  oiice  in  tliree  yeart-',  The  volume  before  us  contains  an 
abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  eleven  ([uarterly,  and  three  annual 
convocations,  held  during  the  years  ISGo,  l^GG  and  1SG7,  and 
a  number  of  addresses  delivered  by  M.  E.  Comp.  Samuel  C. 
Perkins,  G.  H.  P,,  during  those  years. 

No  statistics  M^hatever  are  given.     In  18G1  the  receipts  were 
$1,315..3G,  balance  on  hand,  $378. G7.     In  I860  the  receipts  were  ' 
$1,404.40,  and  the  cash  on  hand,  81,007.84.     In  186G  the  receipts 
Avere  |5r2,3;J0.1S,  and  balance  on  hand,  $1,1,14.28. 

Erom  the  address  of  the  M.  E.  G.  II.  P.,  S.  0,  Perkins, 
delivered  December  :i7th,  180a,  we  learn  that  in  Pennsylvania 
there  are  forty  subordinate  Chapters,  and  three  Mark  Lodges. 
He  gives  an  interesting  synopsis  of  the  teachings  of  each  of  the 
Chapter  degrees.  The  three  Mark  Lodges  in  Philadelphia  are 
the  only  ones  in  the  country,  and  in  an  address  to  them  he 
comments  upon  the  fact  that  many  take  the  Mark  degree  and 
do  not  proceed  farther  ;  and  he  strongly  advises  thtmi  that  this 
should  not  be  so.  During  the  year  ISGG,  thirteen  new  Chapters 
were  constituted,  and  in  18G7  three  more  were  added,  making  a ' 
total  of  sixty. 

M,  E.  Comp.  George  Gris^'.om  delivered  an  address 
on  his  election  in  December  18(57,  from  which  we 
extract  the  following:  —  •' Ereemasonry  accompanied  the  first 
Luropeans  to  Anu'viea,  and  our  Order  has  been  an 
institution    in    P(;nnsylvania    IrMUi    tin-     earliest   days    of  lier 

liistory  as  a  colony.      Royal    Arch     Masonry    was    practised 

• 
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in  scvoral  Loil{j;'e!i  in  Poinif^ylvjiiiia,  under  the  juriHcliction  of  Uk; 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  as  occasion  arose  for  conferring  that 
degree  without  any  separate  organization  in  the  form  ol' 
Chapters,  until  some  time  in  last  century,  prioi  to  J  7 -IS,  when 
Lodge  No.  .J,  at  riiiladelphia  gave  the  mat(.'rial  and  the  warrant 
of  constitution,  under  the  sanction  ol"  the  Right  Worshipful,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  to  Jerusalem  Holy  Royal  Arch 
Chapter,  No.  .'J  ;  being  the  iirst  Royal  Arch  Chapter  ever 
constituted  on  this  continent."  The  (jlrand  Chapter  was  formed 
on  the  'i.'Jrd  April,  179o,  under  the  sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  continued  thereunder  until  January /jth,  JS'^1,  when  they 
were  separated.  Since  that  time,  the  G.  ![.  P.  says  that  "  there 
never  has  been  a  period  when  the  benelits  of  Royal  Arcii 
Masonry  Avcre  so  widely  extended,  and  the  interests  of  the 
Order  so  prosperous  in  thiis  jurisdiction  as  the  present." 

A  quarterly  Convocation  M'as  held  at  Philadelphia,  May  15(h, 
18G5. 

An  amendment  to  the  constitution  was  adopted,  providing 
that  no  Companion  can  be  elected  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter, 
unless  he  has  previously  served  as  King  or  Scribe. 

The  G.  II.  P.  announced  the  death  of  M.  E.  Comp.  William 
Whitney,  P.  G.  H.  P.,  ''  a  most  faithful  and  steadfast  Companion 
of  the  Order,  whose  bright  intellect  and  guileless  heart  secured 
for  him  the  highest  respect  and  the  warmest  esteem  of  his 
fellow-men,  wherever  he  was  known."  He  was  66  years  of 
age,  and  had  been  a  Mason  42  years.  lEe  was  (jrand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  years  1S50  and 
1851.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  ordered  to  be  draped  in 
mourning  for  six  months. 

At  the  quarterly  Convocation  held  on  the  :2()lh  Novembe'r, 
1865,  M.  E.  Comp.  Samuel  0.  Perkins  was  elected  G.  11.  P., 
and  R.  E.  Comp.  William  II.  Adam3  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

We  are  sorry  to  learn  of  the  death  of  11,  E.  Comp.  Adams, 
which  took  place  on  the  11th  Eebruary,  1866.  He  had  been 
Grand  Secretary  for  24  years,  and*  was  held  in  the  highest 
regard. 
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At  llie  quarterly  (/onvocalioii  liold  on  llio  IDtli  November, 
ISGG,  M.  E.Comp.  S.  0.  ].\  rkins  was  re-elected  G.  II.  P.,  and 
R.  E.  Conip.  John  Thomson  was  elected  (J rand  Secretary. 

The  annual  C^orvocatiou  was  held  on  the  27i]i  December, 
18GG,  Wv,  notice  with  pleasure  the  conferring  of  a  special  honor 
upon  one  of  our  own  members,  II.  E.  Comp.  II.  A.  Sims. 
"  The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Tlijjh  I'riost  then  conferred  the 
degree  of  Past  High  Priest  on  Companion  Henry  A.  Sims, 
Grand  Scribe  N.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  (*anada,  and  first 
officer  of  Carleton  Chapter,  No.  10,  C.  R.,  Ottawa." 

A.  well-written  report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by 
Comp.  William  IT.  Allen,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  2.'J  State 
Grand  Chapters,  and  the  General  Grand  ( 'hapter.  The  statistics 
of  twenty-two  are  tabulated,  showing  a  membership  of  44,000. 
He  notices  Canada  in  kindly  terms. 

M.  E.  Comp.  George  Griscom  is  the  present  G.  H.  P.,  and 
R.  E.  Comp.  John  Thomson,  Grand  Secretary. 


TENNESSEE. 

The  annual  Convocation  was  begun  and  held  at  the  Masonic 
Temple  in  the  City  of  Nashville,  October  1.1th,  18G7.  Present. 
M.  E.  Comp.  Jonathan  L.  DaAvson,  G.  IT.  P.  ;  R.  E.  Comp. 
Charles  A.  Fuller,  Grand  Secretary,  and  representatives  from 
53  Chapters.  There  are  G4  Chapters  on  the  roll,  returning  508 
exaltations,  and  3,127  members.  The  Committee  on  accounts 
report  the  receipts  from  dispensations  and  dues,  $2,012.50  ;  and 
the  balance  on  hand  $3,501.07. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  that  no  Chapter  shall  confer  the 
Chapter  degrees  upon  any  Brother  who  is  not  thoroughly 
conversant  wnth  the  first  sections  of  the  E.  A.,  F.  C,  and  M.  M. 
degrees,  and  with  all  the  means  of  recognition  practised  among 
Master  Masons. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presents  the  report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  24  Grand 
Chapters,  in  a  very  interesting  manner.  We  are  sorry  to  learn 
that  Comp.  Fuller  contemplates  retiring,  through  ill  health. 
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M.  K.  Coinp.  'rowiiscnd  A.  TIioniMH  avhh  cloctcd  G.  II.  P., 
and  U.  K.  ('oiiiji.  (^Iiarlos  A.  Fuller  was  n'-clcclcd  (J rand 
Sfc'rctaiy. 

.Sinco  the  lorcj^oing  was  written  we.  liavn  nKicivod  a  j)anij)lilet 
eontalnin;^'  the  funeral  obnecjuies  of  the  \l.  W.  ('liarh'M  A.  Fuller, 
late  Grand  Seendarv,  &c.,  (-1'  tho  Hlato  of  TenneSi^ee.  He  was 
G.  II.  P.  oftlu^  (ir.ind  Chajjlev  in  184;»  and  18r>0,  and  Grand 
Secretary  iur  18  years.  Me  attended  every  niectinj^  of  the 
Graiul  (chapter  from  1814,  and  the  rejiort^  on  C(irret<p()ndi'nc(; 
were,  in  j^eneral,  pre])ared  by  liiiu.  ''In  his  deatli  Capitnhir 
Masonry  lias  sustained  a  heavy  loss,  th(^  (irand  Chapter  an 
invjiluabl(!  otlicer,  and  the  Companions  a  tru(\  wise,  and  well- 
tried  I'ric  nd,"  Wo  sincerely  sympathise  Avith  our  Companions 
in  Tcnnessc'e  in  their  attlictiou.  The  (irand  Cha])ter  attended 
the  funeral  in  a  body.  R.  E.  Comp.  John  l''ri/zell  was  appointed 
to  fill  Llie  vacancy.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  assembled  at  Masons  Hall, 
Vergennes,  on  the  2nd  October,  18(57,  M.  E.  Comp.  Edward  S. 
Dana,  G.  II.  P.,  and  R.  E.  Comp.  John  13,  llollenbeck,  Grand 
Secretary.  Out  of  21  Chapters  on  the  roll,  It)  were  represented. 
No  summary'  of  returns  is  given.  The  Treasurer  reports 
$1,036.00  received,  and  $1,51)5.22  on  hand. 

From  the  eloquent  address  of  the  G.  II.  P.,  we  collate  the 
following :  *'  Thirteen  years  have  elapsed  since  tho  Grand 
Chapter  of  Vermont  assembled  in  this  city,  with  my  predecessor, 
Philip  C.  Tucker,  one  of  its  most  gifted  citizens,  occupying  this 
oriental  chair,  and  discoursing  to  the  Grand  body  in  such  words 
of  eloquent  instruction  as  ever  fell  from  his  lips  upon  every 
appropriate  occasion.  *  *  Let  us,  as  we  assemble  on  this 
anniversary — many  of  us  the  men  of  another  generation — 
reverentially  consecrate  our  opening  ceremonies  by  the 
commemoration  of  the  services  of  the  venerated  dead,  whose 
shining  virtues  and  constant  devotion  to  our  cause  had  dignified 
them  while  living,  and  will  render  perpetually  green  the  acacia 
that  blooms  over  their  graves.     *     "^     *     During  my   stay  at

obtaining  tlic;  consent  of  their  Canadian  nci^hbor.s  to  unite  with 
tlie  (vhaptcr  at  Nt^wport."  He  liopcH  that  arrangeiucnt  may 
yet  be  carried  out. 

"From  our  ehartered  Chn})ters  I  learn  of  notliinf^  but 
prosperity  and  unity.  Large  numbers  are  knoekini;^  at  our 
outer  (h)or  for  admission,  and  if  ther(!  is  any  apprehension  to  be 
felt,  it  is  that  too  little  care  is  exercised  by  our  Craftsmen  and 
overseers  in  selecting  the  material  from  the  ([uarrics,  from  Avhich 
our  moral  and  masonic  temple  is  to  bo  constructed.  Let  me 
admonish  you,  my  Companions,  to  renewed  vigilance  in  this 
particular.  Let  no  unsightly  stone  mar  or  deface  the  beautiful 
design  or  proportions  of  our  admirable  structure  ;  but  let  the 
work  of  our  hands  be  such  as  will  stand  the  unerring  test  of  the 
Supreme  Grand  Overseer's  square,  and  with  hearts  glowing 
with  fraternal  love,  our  noblest  ambition  be  to  maintain  truth, 
justice,  and  humanity  in  our  midst,  and  to  transmit  all  our 
priceless  treasures  unimpaired  to  our  posterity.  As  we  assemble 
from  year  to  year,  "witliia  this  sacred  sanctuary,  to  rencnv  our 
common  vows  of  fidelity — as  we  greet  hevc  new  and  zealous 
Craftsmen,  who  have  joined  us  in  our  life-AVork  of  patient  labor, 
without  the  expectation  of  fee  or  reward,  liow  suggestive  to  us 
is  the  lesson  that  at  each  recurring  anniversary  th(>re  are 
registered  the  names  of  chosen  ones  who  will  be  with  us  no 
more  forever — Avhose  jewels  have  been  carefully  placed  a3ide  as

The  annual  Convocation  was  hold  in  the  Mason's  Hall,  in  the 
City  of  Richmond,  on  the  ]5it'»  Dcconiber,  IbU^,  ]\I.  E.  Comi), 
Geoige  W.  IJanie,  G.H.  P.,  and  R.E.  Conip.  John  Uove,  Grand 
Secretary.  Twenty-throo  Chapters  were  represented.  Receipts, 
S7  01.7.1. 

The  G.  H.  P.  delivered  a  lengthy  and  ai>i)ropriatc  address. 
Some  of  the  dormant  Chapters  have  resumed  labor,  and 
dispimsations  were  issued  to  several  now  oni'S.  II<!  recounts  his 
official  acts,  and  then  <;ivcs  one  of  the  best  lectures  we  have  ever 
seen.  At  the  risk  ol  aj)pearing  prolix,  we  must  allow  others  to 
share  our  delight  in  these  pertinent  and  practical  remarks,  and  we 
cannot  too  highly  commend  tlie  excellent  lessons  and  instructive 
suggestions  they  contain.  He  says  :  "  The  importance  of 
reference  to  the  moral  and  Masonic  character  of  those  jdaccd 
high  in  oilice  is  evident,  when  Ave  recollect  that  they  are  the 
active  exponents  of  our  principles.  Nor  are  they  merely  officers 
of  a  subordinate  Cha])ter  ;  for  in  Masonic  theory  they  are  the 
representatives  or  proxies  of  the  Grand  Cliapter,  or  the  Most 
Excellent  Grand  J]igh  Priest.  Hence  the  Grand  Chapter  is 
directly  involved  in  the  character  of  the  officers  of  the  Councils 
in  every  Chapter  in  her  jurisdiction.  If,  then,  the  chartered 
officers,  and  especially  the  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter,  is  a  bad 
man,  or  immoral,  a  drunkard,  or  profane  man,  he  certainly  is 
not  attentive  to  the  moral  precepts  of  our  forefathers,  and  should 
not  have  your  sanction  in  occupying  a  position  which  he  morally 
cannot  till.  And  if  he  is  not  qualified  by  the  possession  of 
Masonic  knowledge,  and  is  not  a  proficient  in  the  work  and 
lectures,  he  will  be  an  incubus  upon  his  Chapter,  and  a  blight 
upon  the  whole  institution. 

"  It  is  only  when  you  have  the  right  men  as  ofiicers  that  you 
can  expect  the  exercise  of  that  discipline  which  will  give  you 
true  men  in  the  ranks.  Discipline  is  essential  to  life,  and  there 
is  immense  need  of  it  in  o-.ir  Chapters.     Too  many  immoral,  and 
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otherwise  mnvortliy  nioii  .ivc  found  in  tluj  ClinptiTH,  iiiid  too 
many  }»iiy  no  atlcnlion  to  t\w,  duties  tlioy  have  solemnly 
.i,-J{^unu'd,  al'tcr  they  luivc  been  a^^HiJ;n{'d  scats  as  ('oni/innions. 
Tlu'ie  must  be  a  nioro  thoroufifli  and  lijj^id  discipline  exercised, 
if  wo  desire  to  maintain  I'oi'  Royal  Arch  Masonry  that  cxalled 
character  which  its  principlis  demand,  'riii!  unworthy  should 
lot  be  allowed  to  enter,  or  remain  Avilhin;  a  hij^lier  standard, 
of  moral  excellence!  should  be  raised ;  the  (|Ualiiications  of 
candidates  should  be  more  thoroughly  canvass«,'d  ;  their  whole 
man  should  bt;  ch-arly  known  to  be  fcuch  as  will  stand  the  test 
of  th(!  overseer's  square,  and  btj  pronounced  |j;ood  and  true — 
j,^ood  in  themselves,  and  true  to  the  vows  previously  assumed. 

'*  Very  mistaken  views  prevail  amon<^  the  Fraternity  in 
reference  to  j\lasonry.  ^lany  think  that  conferrinj^  the  deforces 
is  all  the  machinery  of  the  Institution  ;  but  such  is  not  the  case. 
Every  man  raised  is  not  a  IMason,  nor  every  one  exalted  a 
(■omj)anion,  any  more  than  every  circumcised  man  is  a  child  of 
Abraham,  or  every  one;  baptised  a  Christian.  In  every  cas(^  it 
is  the  adoption,  possession  and  development  of  certain  cli'arly 
(iefnicd  principles,  which  are  sealed  by  the  outward  ceremony. 
Vx'causc  of  this  misconception,  many  think  the  Chapter  will  be 
sustained,  and  lioyal  Arch  ]\Iasonry  advanced  by  increase  of 
membership.  Rough  material  is  presented,  and  nn.-kilful 
workmen  mark  it ;  but  it  can  never  be  wrought  into  that 
building  A\liich  true  Masons  are  endeavoring  to  erect.  Numbers 
do  not  give  property  or  character :  worth  does.  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  a  dormant  Chapter  in  Virginia,  whose  death  was 
not  caused  by  unlit  ofllcers,  or  bad  character  of  prominent 
members.  Purge  the  Chapters  by  true  Masonic  discipline,  and 
give  them  good  and  (jualifled  Companions  for  officers,  and  they 
will  be  more  active  than  ever. 

''  Companions,  Ave  ought  to  raise  a  higher  standard  for  the 
Royal  Arch  than  is  found  in  many  (Chapters — a  higher  qualill- 
cation,  and  a  closer  scrutiny  of  applicants  must  be  had.  Every 
membei's  friend  Avill  not  make  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  any  more 
than  the  stone  ou  every  man's  laud  will  make  good  building 
material.  If  the  applicant  has  not  exhibited  proper  specimens 
of  skill,  and  proper  industry  in  his  calling  ;  if  he  has  not  clearly 
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liiid  u  ^'<)(>(l  l'oiiii(liiti()U,  and  cn'oted  tlicrcoii  ii  HUpcr.stnicturf 
wliiidi  will  l)('iir  tlit'  }dmul>,  .^((U.in!  and  level,  you  liiivc  no  rij^lit 
to  Ixdievc,  or  allow  your  cdiarity  even  to  jx-nnit  you  to  HuppOHc 
that  ho  will  ho  fkilCul.  or  oven  useful,  in  ornamenting  those 
projec'tionH  which  j^ive  cliaracter  to  tlii!  huildiii;^',  and  produce 
th(5  slronj^est  iniiireHHion  on  tin?  ey(;  of  tli(!  intelli'^ent  hehohhM'. 
If  eatdi  ('raflf*nian,  an  ho  approaclie.s  the  Sacred  Synihol,  lo 
pronounce  upon  the  character  of  the  materials  hrou^^ht  up  for 
inH])ection,  Mould  hear  in  mind  that  no  permatu-nt  structure  can 
ho  erected  without  materials  not  lit  for  use,  or  truly  cemented  by 
the  daub  of  nntempered  mortar ;  that  it  is  not  the  number  of 
stones  "n  the  huildiu}^  that  makes  it  the  beautiful  ten)ple,  but 
their  qu.ility,  the  accuracy  of  their  shape,  their  complete  linisli, 
their  perfect  unison  in  unity,  and  })resentin<:^  one;  dear,  decided 
character — that  of  honor,  worth  and  intelli;^ence,  they  would, 
with  mor(!  caution,  guard  the  avenues,  and  more  closely  inspect 
the  materials  presented,  and  more  accurately  apply  the  S([uarc 
to  the  work  which  is  intended  for  use.     -'^     '•-     •'-     ''* 
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"  ]\[asonry  is  not  progres.'Mvi',  but  th(j  Mason  id;  he  enters  it, 
an  appr«'ntic(! ;  by  diligent  study  of  ils  jjrinciples  and  practice 
of  its  precepts,  he  advances  until  he  is  made  a  Master  ;  and  il', 
on  account  of  his  superior  skill  and  ability  to  teach  and  to 
govern,  ho  is  made  a  ruler  in  the  Order,  and  then  is  faithful  and 
true  and  successful  in  the  (.'xecution  of  the  work  entrusted  to 
him,  he  is  exalted,  and  held  in  high  honor  by  the  brethren,  and 
pointed  out  as  one  whoso  works  have  been  approved,  and  whose 
example  is  worthy  of  imitation.  He  is  not  a  perfect  man,  but 
be  has  progressed  in  true  knowledge,  in  the  control  of  his 
pasnions,  in  the  subjection  of  his  temper,  and  in  the  development 
of  the  higher  and  nobler  principles  of  man,  until  he  has  come  as 
near  to  the  summit  of  human  greatness  as  it  is  possible  for  him 
to  be.  And  I  believe  it  to  be  your  solemn  duty,  by  wise 
legislation,  by  strict  supervision,  and  clear,  decided  and  positive 
instructions,  to  make  the  name,  Koyal  Arch,  so  cx.'Uted  as  a 
mark  of  honor,  that  the  mightiest  intellects  and  noblest  of  earth's 
potentates  would  regard  it  a  privilege  to  be  hailed  by  that

The  action  of  the  M.  E.  G.  7j.  regarding  our  ridations  with 
the  Companions  in  the  Jiower  Provinces  meets  with  our  hearty 
approval,  and  we  congratulate  the  (»rand  Chapter  upon  the  able 
manner  in  which  this  business  has  so  far  been  conducted  by  the 
M.  E.  G.  Z  They  feel  that  this  delicate  matter  could  not  be 
left  in  safi'r  hands.  They  have  great  pleasure  in  recommending 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  do  sanction  and  sustain  the  action  of 
the  M.  E.  G.  Z.,  and  that  the  issue  oi'  a  Warrant  to  New 
Brunswick  Chapter  b",  coniirmed. 

As  the  subject  of  a  change  in  the  time  of  meeting  of  Grand 
Chapter  has  already  been  discussed,  and  as  it  will  probably  be 
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again  brought    up    at  the  next    Convocation,  your    Committee 
would  defer  comment  for  the  present.

Your  Committee  Avould,  in  conclusion,  give  exprei->ion  to  the 
unanimous  feeling  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  that  our  hearty  thanks 
are  due  to  the  M.  E.  G.  Z.  for  his  continued  exertions  and 
devotion  to  our  interests,  ;  nd  to  the  welfare  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  Canada.  To  him  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  our 
success  in  the  past,  and  our  present  prosperity.  We  join  with 
him  in  the  prayer  that  the  Great  Giver  of  all  Good  would  bless 
and  prosper  our  Queen  and  country,  and  foster  and  cherish  our 
beloved  Order,  and  increase  our  means  of  doing  good  in  our  day 
and  generation.
